ermit to come true. We read 
FF iegislature of Western Australia 

has passed a resolution in favour of secession 
from the Union tbat was heralded with 
such trumpetings. So if there be one state 
against another on the matter of insular 
federation, we may take it there may be as 
many Australians who will cling to one 
flag—the British—as there ure colonials 
who have lost all respect for the untion of 
their origin. The writer of an article in 
the Singapore Free Preas avers that the 
native born population of the State wus 

. ditterly oppused to Feder:tion, tut were 
outvoted in a manner to be presently 
explained. It is worth noting meanwhile 
how instinctively men can cling to existing 
dividing lines, even though evidence on 
evidence, and argument on argument, be 
advanced to prove that, unlike the walls in 
honeycomb, these divisions make for io- 
dividual weakness rxther than fur collective 
strength. This instinct of exclusivenessisa 
force that idealists rarely reckon in although 
the world has seen many great federations or 
attempted federations brenk up and fail. 
In the case of Australia, it is alleged that 
“native born West Australians, if left to 

pfo'low their inclination, would have played 
alone hand’ in relation to the rest of 
Australia -but, as the result of a referendum 
which was forced on the Premier by popular 
clamour, the strangers within their gates 
outvoted the natives, and so federa'ion came to 
pass. Tho strangers had flocked to Western 
Australia where the gold-bearing areas of 
Coolgardie and Kalgoorlie had but lately been 
discovered. The exodus of these adventurers 
was so large that the Eustern States, and 
especially Victoria, then suffering from the 
disastrous consequences of the land boom, ware 
being steadily drained of their population. The 
sympathy of these outsiders was all with the 
places of their origin and therefore with 
Federation.” 

There is a vatural division ag well asa 
sentimental one, between Western Australia 
and its Southern neighbour, a two thousand 
mile belt of sandy desert, and so far the 
Federal Govern ment has neglected to bridge 
it with a railway that would have put the 
states more in touch with each other, A 
sea voyage has heen and is yet necessary. 
Those who saw the udvantages of federation 
apparently failed to eee how to make it 
secure. They permitted to grow up in the 
isolated west “an oligarchy of old settlers 
who prospered exceedingly under the 
operation of a prutective Customs’ tariff.” 
They offered, indeed, rather an amusing 
object lesson, which we dare not venture to 
say whom it would wmost tickle, Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’? followers or the Free Trade 
party. As cited in the speciyl article 
quoted, it can be applied either way. 

“For the most part they grew wool for export, 
and fruit and cereals for home consumption. 
How much the West Australian orchardists 
throve may be gathered from the f-ct that the 
retail price of apples was, before Federation, as 
high as 1s. Gd. per Ib. ‘Lhe price of wheat was 


proportionately high, as the Customs’ tariff 
made the competition of ‘the other States 
virtually prohibitive. Immediately after Federa- 
tion there set into the Western  ustralian 
markets an inrush of fruit and dairy produce 
from the other States,~and the scare thereby 
created among the local producers may well be 
imagined. Every device of ingenuity was used 
to thwart the exporters from “the ot er side,” 
and on the flimsiest p-etexts consignments of 
fruit to Fremantle were condemned by the 
inspectors as being infected with the codlin 
moth and the fruit fly. Part of the price which 
the Eastern States paid to Western Australia 
for entering the federation was the privilege of 
imposing for five years a sliding rcale of 
Customs’ duties on all goods imported from the 
sister States; but now that that period has 
expired, the l»cal growers have become fally 
alive to the blow dealt to their interests, which 
fr m the first they had the sagacity to parceive 
would fall upon them.” 

But. we have already mentioned the larger 
question of overcoming t'.e dividing wastes. 
We are now told that the recent secession 
ix due to the trauscotinental railway 
agitation; that Western Austra ia was per- 
suaded into f-deration with promises of such 
ao ralway; which promise is apparently 
viewed by the Federal Governinent as t@o 
large an order. How much sentiment is 
worth when it seems to conflict with busi+ 
ness may be guessed from the further 
allegation that itis the large shipowners of 
the Kastern states who bave advanced the 
slrongest opposition to any railway scheme 
to connect und unite all the members of the 
federation. ‘Ties2 have for years enjoyed a 
monopoly of the carrying trade between 
Adelaide and Fremantle, especially since 
the latter supplanted Albany asa port of 
call for mail steamers. No sort of senti- 
menfal satisfaction could compensate them 
fur the loss of that traffic. What will 
happen asa result of Western Australia’s 
independent atlitude no one seems to know, 
but the newspapers appear inclined to 
minimise the importance of such behaviour 
on the part of the youngest represeutative 
government in the Uuion. Its hervic revolt 
becomes at once ridiculous if the Imperial 
Governmeut chuses to ignore it, and the 
other states seem glad that there is an 
Imperial Government to appeil to. It is 
the spirit of the incident that interests us 
must, 48 bearing on modern tendencies. We 
du not need Professor Dicey to tell! us that 
“ geographical propinquity ” is an essential 
of true federation, although it is well to be 
reminded of the antithesis, that geographical 
remoteness is a condition anteriur t: in- 
difference or worse. In plain language, t» 
feel neighbourly they should be neighbours, 
and the sooner the Federal Government 
makes a sturt with the transcoutine:-tal 
railway, the sooner it will be free of these 
mimic rebellions, Butit neede. the Labour 
party, and its treatment of Queensland over 
the labour questiou t» prove tle disconcert- 
ing fuct that we may sometimes have too 
much of such good things as federatiou. 


THE INSPECTORATE GENERAL 
OF CHINESE CUSTOMS.

Much unuecessury mystery is evidently 
being thrown ubout the position of the 
Foreign Customs ‘establisiiment in China, 
and the uttitude of the British Foreizn 
Office thereupou. One day we hear of Sir 
Epwakp Grey as having made up his 
mind to insist on the Chinese Government 
giving preper guarantees for the con- 
tinuance o! the establishment on its uld 
lines with the authority uf the Inspecror 
GENERAL unimpaired, and the next it is 
reported that the Head of the Office is 
quite content with the new arrangements, 
holding that they are merely equivalent to

the nominal change ia the title of an old 
established firm, the principles and practice 
of the old institution remaining perfectly 
unchanged. WitLout desiring to pose as 
apologists for Sir Epwarp Grey,: these 
varying accounts do not seem to us tu 
indicate any policy of .vacillation on his 
part, but are simply the reflection of the 
accounts as rendered to him from agents on 
the spot whom he is bound to trust. We 
are not committing any breach; of ex- 
pediency, in again mentioning what is 
patent to all, the Chinese Government 
included, of the declining personality of 
Sir Ropert Hart. Itisclear to all that 
under the most favourable conditions that 
statesman cannot be expected to continue 
much longer at the helm of affairs, and it 
is no unkindness towards him personally 
that prompts the repetition of the state- 
ment, We have consistently alluded to the 
fact that the especial weakness of Sir 
Rosert Hart's personal presidency of the 
high office be held for so many years with 
distinguished honour to himself, and benefit 
to China, was that with a defect in his 
character common ty» muny of the great 
miuds of history, he had been throughout - 
his career jealous of any possible successor; | 
and tbat many of the ablest men in the 
service despairing of any recognition of their 
fitness, one after auother resigned their 
connection with it. Like many other minor 
defects of character this fee'ing of jealousy 
has developed with growing years, and at 
the moment is perhaps his predominant 
passion. Unfortunately, too, the gentlaman 
whom he has selected as immediately next 
to himself in the service has not the 
confidence of the outside world, nor is he, 
seemingly, a persona grata with the powers 
in Peking, and both these circumstances 
have combined with the growing spirit of 
discuntent prevalent throughout the Empire, 
to make the position of the Inspectorate 
General particularly ussailable. Tuere is 
no reason to doubt that the British 
Foreign Office is quite aware of the import- 
ancy in the interests not ouly of foreign 
trade and foreign responsibilities, but in 
the safety of China herself, of maintaining 
the «ffice intact, us one, above the ordinary 
vacillation of party. Did China reall 
understand ‘her owu best interests she would, 
did such an organisation uot already exist, 
set herself to its construction, as in Austra. 
liathe deficiencies of party mavagement of 
railways led all parties in the Sta es to 
agiee to the necessity of this department of 
stale being placed above p:rty considera- 
tions, and banded over entirely to outside 
control. Such was the original conceptioa 
of the constitution of the office, and suca its 
administration continued to be up till, 
recently, so long, ia fact, as Sir Ropext 
Hart's personal administration coatmued 
uninterrupted. Weare casting no reflectiva 
ou S.r Kopert Hart personally, nor du we 
suggest that his individual powers have at 
all weakened; the very fuct that he has 
arrivéd at so age wheu statesmen usually 
find it consonant with the best traditions ut . 
their offices tu retire has a decper signifi- 
cance thao the momentary fituess. Ihe 
chief danger is not loss-of capacity, bat the 
incitement the positio. affords to intrigue 
from without, and this danger of course. will 
now increase the more rapidly with in-n 
creasing years. It is advisable that the 
seleciiou of a successor should be a work of- 
deliberation and not left to the chance 
choice of a moment, when nut the best, but 
the momentarily kantiest will be hastily 
thrust ‘n to hl a gap. [t seems evident 
that from some optiunst quarter Sir EpwaRp 
Grey has been svothed into takingxa super- 
ficial view of the gravity of the cdse, and

has-been ted to underestimate the importance 
of the issue at stake. This also would seem 
to throw a flood of light on the apparently 
self.eatisfied content of Sir Ropert Hart 
\ himself, as to what may befall should the 
office be suddenly vacated. For our own 
immediate readers, it is expedient only to 
hint that the big journals at Home know no 
more of. what is really going on than 
does Sir Epwarp Grey, and it would be 
decidedly improper at present for those who 
do know to expose the hopes that are being 
entertained for the ultimate appointment of 
a man regarded ag “stronger” than either 
the present Insprctor-GENngRAL or his 
deputy. Our previous hint that interna- 
tional jenlousies have all along been more 
important than Chinese diplomacy in this 
connection should not be overlooked. 


AN INTELLIGENT PLANT... 
: — ¥ 
(Daily Press, 6th November.) 
Ar Kowloon, on an unoccupied lot that lies 
" just beyond the new post-office, and that is 
traversed from corner.to corner by a well- 
known “short cut’? path, there is growing 
in abundance a shrub that is at once pretty 
remarkable and remarkably pretty. It has 
“a palm-shaped grouping of pinnated foliaxze, 
which turns to the sunshine ove of the 
- comparatively few soft greens that are 
observable among the prevailing harsh, 
metalhe greens of Oriental verdure. The 
few observers among the unhee ling crowds 
that daily pass it by speak of it, when it 
does happen to be mentioned, as ‘the 
_ sensitive plant’; and although the world 
bas many equally wonderful, we might 
justly grant it the definite article, if only 
for the irresistible conclusion that this 
shrub takes n more intelligent interest in 
these who entor i's neighbourhood than is 
the ease vice versa. This is a big thing to 
say, and may shock sine people who have 
failed to keep an open mind in view of the 
remarkable discoveries of the scientific 
truth-seekers of the last few decndes, We 
must therefore attempt to justify our 
employment of the word “intelligence” as 
apptied to a mere herb. This will be more 
difficult than it ougbt to be, because the 
majority cling so firmly to traditions that 
have been cherished so long as to be 
accepted as incontrovertible facts, notwith- 
standing that many such have been 
exploded in the most disconcerting manner. 
Contrmation of the daring theory that 
plants have some share of what we call 
intelligence was forthcoming at the last 
annual congress of the British Association 
when the microscopisis dwelt’ on the dis- 
covery that plant cells are not isolated, but 
* connected by veins as in the animal 
organism. This, however, wns too technical 
ti appeal to the general public, who usually 
follow with greater interest illustrat ons 
and examples that may be investigated and 
examined hy themselves. Our Kowloon 
plant, then, for which perhaps some expert 
of the Botanical Departm:nt may be kind 
enough to provide us with a name, invites 
the a(tention of anybody who cures to devote 
a few minutes to its interesting characteris- 
tice. Lightly touch a leaf, and in the 
twinkling of un eye it seems to have 
disappeared. It has folded up one 
‘row of pinnates against the other, 
and where just before a .tender green 
fan outspread, there now hangs some- 
thing like a withered twig. Select an 
outstanding bush of it, the most conspicuous 
mass of foliage, and flick the stem with a 
finger; it is positively tewildering. The 
observer will wish for a camera t» prove 
‘that‘his eyes have not been deceived. For 


there~ remains only a wintry looking 
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skeleton, disclosing the hitherto hidden 
background. Lzafless, livid, dead—it is 
quite clear that no sensible herbivore, 
however hungry, would dream of looking 
here for anything to eat. The remarkable 
thing is that the leaves uot only close up 
and shrivel, but that their stems and 
petioles, previously extended at a little above 
the horizontal, hang down, often seoming 
to shrink and hide] themselves along the 
vertical branch or trunk. Tuis is the great 
difference between this and other well-known 
“gensitive plants’, such as the Sun Dews, 
whose actions are predatory : it is impossible 
to doubt that this plant's behaviour is for 
self-defence. How far its mimicry of death 
(and consequently of insucculency) is 
intelligent, a few simple experiments 
promise to demonstrate. It is noticed at 
once that the plant takes no notice of the 
buffetings of neighbouring gra:ses, blowa 
into coatact with it by the win, It takes 
very little notice of the first tap or two 
with one of the sama grasse:, plucked and 
wielded by the hanl of tie observer. [f 
however, the-e blows are repeatel, either 
rythmically om in irregular succe-s 0.1, the 
plant seems to decide that there is sone 
unusual agency present, and at once “ plays 
possum”, There is a certain intelligence 
about its resumption of ita former state. 
For three minutes it waits without avy 
sign. In five miuutes it has opened partly — 
one is tempted to say cautiousiy, for if the 
observer make any impatient movemen's, 
this partial reanima'ion is inaintained, and 
the full resurrectivn delayed. In short, 
there isan uncanny feeling of something 
alert and watchful in the vitals of this 
wonderful plant. [on eight minutes, un- 
disturbed, the bush is again completely 
gr-en and flourishios; but it requires from 
thirteen to fifteen minutes for the stems 


to rezsover their normal horizontality. 
Probibly an enterprising photographer 
with a bioscopic cimera would get a 


“living picture” of remurkible int-rest 
here. We have often experimented with 
the carnivorous Sun Dev, feeding it 
alternately with an insect anda tiny pebble, 
and it was impossible to res 'st the conclusion « 
that the plant could discriminate bevween the 
edible and the inedible. It closes on both, 
but it exudes no peptic fluid for the p-bble, 
which it svon disgorges. What is more, a/ 
healthy Sua Dew leaf has been known, in, 
two hours, to move towards and seize 2, 
living fly that was pinned down half an 
inch away. That was surely intelligent | 
perception. This Colony offers exceptional | 
opvortunities also for the study of the 
phenomena of int llizence in roots; how 
they travel up. or down, or sidewise, in 
their hunt for congenial muisture, leaviag 
the most extraordinary permanent proofs of 
their intelligent p:rseverance iu many 
uncongenial places. Witness the banyan's 
negotiation of stony places. Instances of 
what we call plant intelligenca can be 
multiplied indefinitely, but we hive space 
only to mention the most remarkable ose 
we have so far encountered. Jo the 
heautiful Botanic wilderaess at Singapore — 
it is misleading to call them gardens—thera 
might have been observed four or five years 
ago, and we suppose still, a ground creeper 
more sensitive than any ia our experience. 
It did not wait to be touched, but as people 
or animals approached, while thay were still 
two or threa yards off, it clapped its leaves 
together as # butterfly shuts its wings. So 
quickly and su p-raistentiy did its neigh- 
bours take warning and do likewise, that 
for yards ahead the pedes rian was persuaded 
that some small animals were leaping about 
among the grass. The discovery that ther: 
was really nothing but vegetation evoked

RUSSIA IN ASIA.

(Daily Press, Novembar 7th.) _ 
If the recent ‘statements by Mr. Putnam 
Weate as to the condition of affairs in the 
Russian Far East cannot be accepted by all 
with absolute confidence--and he has: his 
critics—confirmation of a wholesale vature 
has lately been provided by the Russian 
newspaper Novoe Vremya, which no one can 
expec. tobe troubled witn either pro-Japanesa 
or anti-Slav tendencies. In a recent lending ° 
article, it made statements almost identical 
with many of those we Iately quoted as 
einanating from the brilliant author of the 
‘© Reshaping of the Far East”. ‘Trade and 
manufacture in the Primorski region is, 
our Russian contemporary has stated, 
absolutely undeveloped, so far as Europeans 
umlerstand the term. [ts undoubted natural 
riches are practically untouched, and tha 
country remains almost in ita primitive 
condition.

after it reaches robustness, can our con- 
temporary see that protective tariffs at 
Manchurian or Siberian ports would be 
anything but harmful. It says protection 
only does barm to a sufficiently developed 
industry, for “it tends artificially to raise 
‘the price of all products, making the cost 


. of living greater and xt the same t me 


d -priving traders of an invaluable impulse 
towards improved production. In this 
excess of protection lives the old sin of our 
bureaucracy, a sin which has cost the 
country very dear’. Fiscal revenue ought t» 
occupy the secundary place. Experience has 
shown that Siberian producers need cheap 
materiala from abroad; manufacturers of 
matches, soap, &c., are continually asking 
the Ministry of Finance fur rebates 
on indispensable materials imported 
from abroad. The Novoe Vremya, vainly 
we fear, tries to allay the doubts of the 
Moscow and Lodz manufacturers, who dread 
foreign competition. It avers that uuder 
free trade Russian goods held their own 
against foreign ; and that the latter actually 
entered more freely when a tariff barrier 
was erected. There we fancy the Rusai«tn 
journal has been misled by studying values 
instead of quantities, for the foreign 
imports it quotes are expressed in rouble 
terms, 3,772,672 roubles’ worth in 1900 
6,470,561 roubles in 1901, and 19,999,004 
roubles in 1902. Then also, the increase 
of smuggling caused by the high tariffs was 
bound to affect the imports from European 
Russia, which in the same years drupped in 
value from fifty-seven millions to thirly- 
eight millions. “In any case’’, concludes 
our contemporary, “the interests of the 
local population should be considered before 
these subsidy- and rebate-fed manu- 
facturers at home’’, Other merchants who 
wish to introduce their gouds at southern 
ports will prefer that Vladivustock should 
go back to protection. 


A SECULAR SERMON. 


paRTESE aL IRDA 
(Daily Press, November 8th.) 

Recent tragic events must have diverted 
attention in Hongkong for a while at least 
from politics ard policies to that great 
riddle of life which faces all alike. - We 
know that it is so; there have been many 
earnest conversations, dealing with tbe 
ethics of suicide almost invariably. It has 
been remarked that this way of avoiding 
misery or trouble or even ennui is much 
more common among Far Eastern com- 
munities than it is in Hurope, and without 
definite statistics, enough of these painful in- 
cidents occur to warrant the impression. Not 
long ago a preacher ut Shanghai was giving 
currency to asimilur reflection there; and 
the astonishing number ot people of all sorte 
who are ready to admit the conceivability of 
circumstances warranting such a “ way 
out”, almost seems to indicate that the 
Far Eastern resident has acquired such a 
familiarity with the idea of self-slaughter 
as to breed contémpt. ‘This, if so, is a pity, 
because no academic verdict in favour of its 
being possibly occasionally right can alter 
the fact that it is nearly always foolish and 
unnecessary. As itis such an essentially 
irrayocable act, there should uever be the 
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least daltiance at any time with even the 
mere idea of it. Academic complacence 
towards it on one day may mean a rash 
impulse another day. It is singular to 
notice how small] a cnuse sometimes suffices 
to prompt such adeed. Otten, asin one 
pathetic case unfolded in our c:lumns this 
week, the provocation lies largely in the 
imagination. The writer of one of the 
most intensely touching letters we have 
ever read in such a connection remarked, 
“unless one is happy, I see no use in 
living’. Careful examination ot the 
evidence shows that her unhappiness was 
more agaticipated than actual; and_ here 
perhaps we may be useful if we recall bow 
much this tendency to ‘ borrow trouble " is 
apparent in modern life. ‘The burden on 
this young woman’s mind, it is clear, was as 
much the future ag the preseut. Over and 
over she speaks of it. “There seems 
nothing Jeft to live for”. The work she 


did not feel fit for was new work 
she had not yet entered upon; it 
was not life as she actually found 


it, but the life of the future, as she imayined 
it would be, that wus blank. The absence 
of anything “bright to look forward to” 
apparently appalled this young mind, which 
had found, perhaps, its keenest joys, as well 
as sorrows, in anticipation. It isa p'atitude 
to say that no one can realise the Iuture; 
and it may be because it is a platitude that 
people itnore the fact, anl persi-t in pro- 
jecting their minds to points of tiie better 
left out of reckoning. The sanest an-l 
happiest people are probably they who live 
in the present, There are so many wlio get 
no satisfaction out of to-day, because their 
vision is atrained to scan to-morrow. Some 
religionista allow their faith ina future iife 
to wake them positively disrespectful an! 
contemptuus in their attitude toward this. 
The illustration of the miser who exists 
miserably to die rich is familiar enough. 
[In the Far East, there must be many 
peonle who fail to appreciate their daily 
opportunities of happiness owing to, the 
habit of looking forward to “ going Home”’ ; 
and we have before uow heard how that 
particular anticipation leads to after dis- 
appointment. As with individuals, so with 
communities. In these lust few years of 
grace we have beheld the utopia-mongzers, 
neglecting expedient muakeshifts in favour 
of ideals of a redeemed and perfect race 
that is to be. The reforiners appesr quite 
willing to put half the present generation 
to the rack aud thumbscrew, that some 
future generation may he blessed. The 
radicals, and socialists, and communists are 
not mucl: concerned with history. The rise 
and fall of previous civilisatious is nuthing 
to them. ‘They look ahead, always ahead, 
and with the eye of faith see what they want 
to cee. Others less liable to suicide, we 
hope—cannot see just the same things. 
‘They see the real boue ; its reflection in the 
stream of the future is not so clear to them. 
Even when the foreseers direct their attea- 
tion, they fail to see eye to eye with them. (ne 
witty observer in this position sees only “a 
population punctually heroic, each citizen 
performing bis good deeds under the sume 
irresistible impetus that induces him to 
pay his taxes, all huving achieved an 
automatically virtuous humanity, and 


consequently automatically happy, in a: 


personally-conducted Cook’s-tourist sort of 
world”. There are many adayes that may 
by cited in support of forethought and 
prudence, but we have high authority for 
considering it less rational than is popularly 
supposed to “tike thought for to-morrow”’. 
The habit of anticipation would appear to be 
a dangerous disease. Jt is certainly the case 
when anticipating t:ouble, or endeavouring

His reception is an item of 
histofy ; his warnings were pooh-poohed ; 
and within three yeara that important and 
growing trade was lost tu Britain and her 
Colony, with all the prestige and future 
possibilities attached. New Zealand wanted 
Noumea, and the Noumeans wanted British 
rule. London knew little and apparently cared 
less about them, and now Noumea and new 
Caledonia are French. We can excuse Mr. 
Szppon’s bitter remark that “these losses 
were incalculable, and it was a pity that 
such statesmen should ever have been en- 
trusted with the destinies of Greit Britain”. 
At one time the New Hebrides, only four 
days away from New Zealand, were actually 
a part of that Colony ; yet as he spoke great 
Britain was diplomatically striving for a 
joint protggtorate with France! Anything 
was bettér than that. They could either 
divide with France, or buy her out; but 
how was France ever permitted to get in? 
Ministerial ineptitude, almost amounting to 
criminal ignorance of the issues involved, 
must have been originally responsibie; and 
here London was still turning a deaf ear to 
the advice of ‘‘the man on the spot’’. 
Examples can be further multiplied, but 
there is no need to do more than mention 
how Lord Dersy repudiated Queensland’s 
annexation of the New Guinea group; with 
the present effect that tbe British flag is 
somewhat rudely jostled by Germany and 
Holland, the former enjoying even a naval 
base’ on what was once Britis property. 
Great Britain has suffered both strategically 
and commercially in the Pacific, and with 
her, her Colonies, thanks to the remarkable 
statesmanship of her alleged statesm-n, who 
may have dove the duty expected by some 
parochial constituency, but have certainly 
been guilty of worse than neglect of their 
‘duty to the E:apire. There 13, according 
to Mr. Seppon, a very real danger still 
existing. The strategical centre has been 
shifted, or will have been shifted, when the 
isthmus of Panama ig cut; and, as he says, 
“unless British statesmen grasp the 
situation . . they will discover that 
the most deadly blow will ba struck at our 
Empire in the Pacific”.

threatening the safety of converts. 


I have accordingly to request you to act upon 


what is laid down in this Ciroular, and to 
acquaint missionaries with its contents when- 
ever it seems likely to be departed from. 


I am persuaded that if missionaries uniformly 


refrain from direct intervention on. behalf of 
native Christians, and confine their action to 
representing to H.M. Consuls cases of actual 
persecution. such a course will redouni to the 
preservation of peace between converts and non- 
converts, and to a spread of a genuine Chris-

GIRL’S TRAGIC DEATH. 
THE END OF A BROKEN ENGAGEMENT. 

Tnecircumstancesof the desth of Emily Bllea 
Wade, a nurse, whoss body was found in the 
Pokfolum Reservoir, were investigated on 
Nov. 5th at the Magistraoy by Mr. F. A, 
Hazeland, sitting as coroner, and the 
following jary: Messrs. John Oldeon, Archd. 
MoKirdy and J. P. Douglas. 

Dr. Heanley, medical officer in charge of the 
public mortuary, said he examined the body of 
the deceased on November 1st. She was aged — 
about 25 years. Mr. Moxon was present at the 
identification. Death appeared to be due to 
drowning. There were no traces of injury or 


| disease on the body. 


Mr. G. C. Moxon said tho daceased came into 
bis employ as nursemaid about five years ago. 
She was a very good girl, qu et and woll behaved. 
Three years ago she told him she had 
bec me engaged to be married to Sergeant 
‘Tbompeon in the naval yard police. He made 
inquiries to satisfy himself that the engagement 
was a desirable one and the report that came to 
bim was satisfactory. He therefore consented 
to the engagement. Subsequently she went 
home to England with Mrs. Wade for a holiday, 
during which time the engagement ovntioned. 
She returned to Hongkong about November 
1905. About May “of this year she informed 
him that the engagement was broken off, and he 
had since, on several occasions heerd her = 
she was sorry about it. She told him that she 
broken the en; ent herself. Quite recently 
che said that fiving in Hongkong had become 
distasteful to her and asked whether he and his 
wife would assist her in getting employmont 
out of the colony. They were sorry to 
part with her, bat consented to to 
at her an appointment, ‘I'hey heard that Mrs. 
aitiand, who was leaviog for Calcutte, needed 
such a servant and suggested she should take 
service with her. She appeared pleas-d to enter 
Mrs. Maitland’s employ and did so on Mondsy, 
29th ult. On the following day he understood 
she returned to his house about 10 or. 11 in the 
morning audasked Mrs, Moxon to give her some 
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She 
was subject to bad headaches. The phenacetin 
was given her and she left the house immeiiate- 
ly. On Wednesday morning Mr. Maitland 


- informed him that Miss Wade had not slept in 


his house during the night and asko: him if he 
knew where she was.

Ezekiel to recover the 
sum of $100, balanée due cn a promissory note 
dated July 11th. 

Mr. J. H. Gardiner (of Mr. O. D. Thomson's 
office) appeared for plaintiff, and Mr. F. X. 
d‘Almada e Castro for the defendant, 

Mr. Gardiner stated that although on the 
face of it, it did not appear to de so, the note 
made for $200 was a guarantee. 

His Lordship—Is the promissory note good P 

Mr. Gardiner—It is; but I understand my 
friend will producs evidens3 ‘to say it is a 
guarantee.

His Lordship (aftar examining)—I don't 
understand what you are talking about if this is 
all you have got, signed by the defendant, 

Mr. Gardiner —That is all. Bat, if my friend 
is calling evidence to show that it was a guaran- 
tee, I will prove that the principal. ioldenberg, 
was reldased by the defendant, Eaakiel, when 
the formar was arrested on August 2 Lat. 

His Lordship—I don't qnite understand. 
What is that promissory nots? Not a pro- 
missory note ? 

Mr. Gardiner—I shall have to almit it was a 
guarantee, 

His Lordship—Then it is all against you 
now. 

Mr. Gardiner—I think I will havea to do so 
as the case stands. ; 

His Lordship—I don't know anything about 
it. You had better get on with your case io 
your own way. You op3ned in quite a differant 


way. 

Mr. Gardiner called F. K, Tata, who said that 
on July 28.h Goldenberg wanted t» borrow $200 
from him. Witness promised to advance the 
money provided it-was rapaid within a month. 
He asked for sacurity and the defendant 
guaranteed to stand, saying he was a partner 
with Goldenberg. ‘The note produced was 
signad by defendant, and plaintiff advanced 
the money to Ezekiel who took it oa behalf 
of Goldenburg, 

His Lordsbip (to Mr. Gardiner) —That puts 
von out of Court at onca, What oin you do? 

Mr. Gardiner—The plaiatiff states that 
Ezekiel was gaarantor, and-+that is a promissory 
note. 

His Lordship—Bnt it is not stamped as a 
guirantee. 

Mr. Gardiner—It is stamped as a promissory 
note. 

His Lordship—It must ba stamped both 
Ways. 

Plaintiff, continuing, said he sued Goldenberg 
on August 21st for the amount. Ono that day 
defendant called at Mr. Thomson's office and 
asked him to release Goldenberg on conditions _ 
that he would bring a buyer. 

His Lordship --A buyer ? 

Mr. Gardiner--There is a quastion of 
cigarettes in it, your Lordship. 

His Lordship—This is the first of the 
cigarettes. 

Plaintiff stated that Ezekiel brought a man 
named Isaacs who was the buyer. 

His Lordship (to Mr. Gardiner)— What ars 
you suing of, a promissory note or a guarantee? 

Mr. Gardiner—I wiil sue a3 a guarantor, and 
would point out that it is not necessary to hava 
the guarantee in writing. 

His Lordship—That is news to me. 

Mr. Gardiner—Where the defecdaut has 
asked the plaintiff to release the principal it is 
not necessary to beia writing. Mr Gardioer 
quoted the case of Goodman v. Chase ; and, when 
his Lordship had read the section, said :—That 
is exactly what happened in this case.

Plaintiff—Ezekiel paid $100 of the 8200, and 
promised to pay the second $100 in three or 
four davs. 

His Lordship—How did Ezekiel get any 
benefit out of the $100 you are claiming ? 

Mr. Gardiner—He got the cigarettes. 

Mr. Almada— Isaacs got them. 

Mr. Gardiner —I will prove Ezekiol got them, 
and it is merely a ruse his puttiog Isaacs 
forward, 

_ His-Lordship—Where does Goldenberg come 
in. 

Mr. Gardiner—He has nothing to do with 
this case now. 

His Lordship—You said the defendant was 
guarant-eing Coldenberg ? 

Mr. Gardiner— Quite 80. 

His Lordship— Well, where is Goldenberg ?

His Lordship—And you are suing on a 
promissory note. You cannot do it.

Berose Siz Francis Piaagotr (CHIEF 
JUSTICE). 
SERVICE OF BANKEUPTCY PRBTITIONS, 

Re the Wai Tai Cheung firm ez parte Chan 
Pui Shin. 

His Lordship—There was a point in practice 
last day which I took down to consider with 
regird to the service of a bankruptcy petition 
in the case of a firm where the partners are not 
in the Colony. It is clear that under section 7 
) that a creditor's petition may be served in 
the same manner as a writ of summons, ‘lhere- 
fore in the caso of -a petition againat a firm 
the service may be under section 485 (1): at 
the principal place, within the jurisdiction, 
of the business of the partnership upon 


popeseets 


any person having oontrol or oar 


ment of the business. The case was 
argued as if this provision would be on any 
one who might be conversationally said to be 
in charge of the business, but I think this would 
do away altogether with the characteristics 
of service, especially so if the persons made 
bankrupt were out of the jurisdiction. I now 
refer to section 6 of the Bankruptcy Act, which 
makes use of the same expression: that an act 
of bankruptcy in the case of a firm may be com- 
mitted in respect of an ‘act in reference to the 
business of the firm by any partner of the firm 
or by any person having control or management 
of the business. The use of the same e 
sions makes it clear to my mind that the service 
of a petition can only be on persons who in the 
terms of section 6 (1) can commifan aot of bank- 
ruptey. It is clear the act of bankruptoy 
could not have been committed by the . 
person whom it was desired [to serve in this 
case—the assistant accountant. I think that 
section 6, although it does allow a firm carrying 
on business in the Colony to have an adjution 
tion order made against it, does not alter the 
essential characteristics of a bankruptcy of a 

firm; that is, the bankruptey of the individual 
partners. It is clear that some persons, not 

partners, may commit acts of banbrupte » but 
they mast be so intimately connected with the 
business that the act can be said to be an act of 
the partners themselves. 1n this case I say the 
assistant accountant could not possibly under 
any circumstances whatever commit an act of 
bankruptoy one part of the firm, Therefore 

I think the setvice was bad. 

Mr. Morrell—T understood your Lordship 
reserved your judgment on the point as to 
whether the business was carried on at the 
shop or not. This is quite a surprise to me, 
The object of service is to bring to the notice 
of the person you desire to make bankrupt, that 
a petition has been filed against him. 

His Lordship—TI don’t think that is so. 

Mr. Morrell—An act of bankruptcy has been 
committed in this cage. A déolaration was filed 
that the firm was unable to pay its debts by the 
managing partner. Whether the person served 
can commit an act of bankruptcy or not has 
nothing to do with it, ! 

His ordship—Withithat I quite agree, but 
the mere act that an act of bankruptcy has 
been committed does not entitle you, to waive 

the precedence of service, Service must be on 
somebody who js a partner, or has the control 
and management of the business. 
oe Morrell—This man was managing the 
shop. 

' His Lordship—That is not sufficiont. The 
point of my judgment is this: that the use of 
the same expressions in the two cases, first as 
to service, that it must be on a person havin 
control or management of the business, anid 
secondly, that an act of bankruptcy can be 
committed by such person, that shows to my 
mind that service can only be on somebody who 

,can commit an act of bankruptoy. 

Mr. Morrell—Am I to take it from your - 

'Lordship'’s reading of the words “a person 
having control or management of # business” 
that such pergon to commit an act of bankruptcy 
must be a partner ? 

His Lordship—No. There are some acts of 
bankruptcy which can be committed by anagent, 
or by person having control or management. The 
law of service is not merely this: that be- 
cause an act of bankruptcy is committed, 
therefore any notice is sufficient to serve 
the bankruptcy petition, Notice must be 
served absolutely on some definite person 
authorised by law. Whatever the law may be 
with regard to the service of writs, with regard 
to the service of a bankruptcy petition, the only 
man who can be served is the person who can 
commit an act of bankruptcy. 

Mr. Morrell—I maintain that the service of 
writs and petitions is exactly the same under 
our own Ordinance. 

His Lordship—1t may be we have interpreted 
rather laxly, but as the two terms are that 
a certain person nota Der can commit an 
act of bankruptcy, and that a certain person not 
a partner can ba served with a bankruptey 
petition, I fear that according to the cane gad 
ion of those two provisions service must be on 
somebody who can commit an act of bankruptoy. 
After considering a many cases I feel 
certain that must be the law. é

MARINE COURTD. 


BURNING OF THE §. 8. “HANKOW”. 


A court of inquiry to investigate the circum- 
stances connected with the burning of the 
British steamship Hankow sat at the Marine 
Coarton Nov, 6th. ‘The inquiry was held a 
the r-quest of Captain Branch, master of the 
Hankow. The court had for its members— 
Lieut. C. W. Beckwith, R.N., stipendiary 
magistrate; Lieut. H, Butterworth, H.M.S. 
Tamar; Mr. + dward Beetham, master of the 
British steamship Empress of India; Mr 
Collin Hannah, British steamship Sierra 
Morenuw; and Mr. C, J. Mattock, master of the 
British steamship Amara, 

The letter from Captain Branch calling for 
the inquiry and the authority from H.E. the 
Governor for calling the Court were read. 

The President said he proposed as the voyage 
from Canton was uneventful that the Court 
should make searching inquiry, firstly, into the 
conduct of the officers after the fire was 
reported ; secondly, into the fire arrangements 
of the ss. Hankow; thirdly, into the stowage 
of cargo on river steamers; and, fourthly, into 
the general fire arrangements of river steamers 
with a view to makiog suggestions thereon. 

Captain Branch, the first witness, having 
described the voyage from Centon on the night 
of the 13th October, said thatafter making fast at. 
the wharf about ten minutes pasthree, the two 
‘watchmen came running along the starboard 


alleyway and reported that there was a fire aft. 
To the chief officer he remarked “Come 
along; let's see what's the matter.” ‘l'hey 


took two fire buckets with them; and, on 
going aft, found the Chinese passengers 
crowding the gangway, both on the upper and 
lower decks. Arriving on the main deck he 
saw the fire coming up from the midst of a pile 
of matting—both flames and smoke. He 
ordered the chief officer.to couple up the steam 
hose, situated on the engine room casing. Wit- 
ness remained below with the watchman and 
endeavoured to pull some of the matting, down 
to get at the fire. Meanwhile the fire was 
spreading rapidly and he ordered the watchmen 
to remain there and regulate the passengers 
and get them ashore quickly. Tbis was at the 
main deck entrance. Seeing the rapidity with 
which the fire was spreading witness went on 
‘tthe upper deck to get the hose down quickly. 
‘On the shade deck he met the chief officer who 
reported that the engineers bad been driven out 
of the engine room by the smoke and were un- 
able to start the steam pump. Witness told 
him to couple up the aftsr hand puwp, and 
noticing the chief enginer emerging from the 
engine room, he asked bim if it were possible 
to give them steam for pressure. The latter 
replied that it was impossible because no one 
ould go near the engine room. Witness saw

Butterworth—Suppose you had a 
fire alarm and the oT understood they would 
be dismissed if they diqd not fall in, would they 
have done so’—No; in this instance I don't 
think they would. 

Captain Mattock—Don't you think it 
would be advisable with passengers ou board to 
keep your el-ciric light barning until they had 
left the ship ?—No; I consider the lights provid- 
ed are sufficient. The loss of life was caused by 
the passeng-rs hanging on to their luggage. 
If they had left their luggage not a life would 
have been lost,

INCOMPETENCY AND NEGLIGENCE. 

Mr, «. F, Gibson proceeded agiinst Ng Hi, 
master of the steim lauoch Yan Wo on charges 
of incompetency and negligence in navigating 
his vessel in the waters of the Colony on the 
6th instant. 

Prosecutor stated that on November 6th hea 
was working at the E and H bnovs witha diver 
down in the water. The regulation red flags of 
the diving junk were flying. During the course 
of the day defondant's launch passed ins'de the 
red flag four times at a high rate of speed 
causing such a wash as to endanger the lives of 
the meo who were working below. Witness 
shouted and waved to the launch, but no notice 
was taken, Defendant appeared to think it was 
a good jest to see the diving lighters in violent 
motion. Witness had constantly complained to 
the arbour Master about the discegard shown 
to his orders ra steamboats under way when 
seeing the red flag, 

Defendant denied passing anywhere near the 
red flag, but after hearing farther evidence his 


| Worship considered the case clearly proved, and 


taking into consideration the number of 
accidents that have occurred lately to divers 
owing to the negligent and wilful disregard of 
instructions by the coxswaing of launches, he 
considered the defurdant to be guilty of gross 
incompetency in the p-rformancs of his daty, 
and suspended his certificate for six months 

Similar charges were preferre| against Li 
Muk, master of the steam lauoch Fun Su-n, and 
Cheung Shing, master of the launch Lee Sang. 

On the evidenc: adduced his Worship f uud 
the defendants guilty, suspanded the certificate 
of the former for one month, and that of the 
latter coxswain for fouc months.

ILLEGAL PARTITION WALLS. 

The Building Authority proceeded against 
Fung Chaun-yuen, the owner of four houses in 
Hill Street, for ualawfally neglecting to 
comply with the requirements of a notics 
requiring him to remove ths whole of the iron 
partition walls which had been erected in 
contravention of the requiremants of saction 
222 of the Public cealth and Buildings 
Ordinance, 1903. 

Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, 
prosecuted, and Mr. M. W. Slade, instructed 
by Mr. Steavenson (of Messrs. Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon) appeared for defendant, 

Mr. Slade pleaded that defendant had baen 
reviously convicted of this offence. 

Mr. Bowley stated that the defendant in this 
caso was charged with failing to comply with 
# notice served upon him under the Building 
Ordinance requiring him to remove a partition 
from certain houses in Hill Street of which he was 
theowner. On March 20th Building Iaspector 
Hatchins observed that certain iron partitions 
had been erected without notice of intention 
to put them up having been lodged, or plans 
having been deposited with the Building 
Authority with respect to them. On 
March 29th Messrs. Palmer and Turner filed 
the usual notice of intention to erect iron 


partitions which had already been erected, 


| 
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On April 10th the 
Building Authority served notice on the 
defendant to remove these partitions on the 
wad that they were contravening section 
80 of the Building Ordinance which referred 
to open space at the rear of buildings. On 
May 5th that notice was withdrawn and Moasrs. 
Palmer and Turner submitted certain plans 
showing the iron partitions on the floor of 
each baildiag. They were submitted for the 
Building Authority's approval, but have not 
been approved. On June 29th a notice was 
served calling on the defendant to remove the - 
iron partitions as contravening section 
230, but that dotice your Worship held was 
a nullity, but convicted the defendant 
of a breach of the Ordivance and fined him 
$100 under section 259. 

Mr. Slade stated that whe1 his Worship 
convi cted the defendant they were dealing with 
section 239, 

An argument followed regarding the section 
under which the fine was formerly imposa |, and 
all parties eventually agreeing, a lerical error 
in his Worship's decision wis cocreotd, 

Mr. Bowley, continuing, cstated that on 
Septembez 8th a notice was served calling on — 
defendant to remove the partitions as con- 
travening section 22, bat no notice was taken 
of that order. The machinery for dealing with 
such a nuisance was laid down in s-ction 23), 
wherein it was stated that whenever the 
existence of a nuisance was brought to the 
attention of the Building Authority aa officer 
should issue a notics specifying it, aud the 
manner and time it should be abated. For 
neglect to comply with such a notice a person 
could be summoned before a Magistrate. {he 
speaker was present {o apply for an order directe 
ing the defendant to abate a nuisancs. ‘Lhe 
defendant had been previously convicted of 


contravention of the Ordiaanza, The pre-— 
vious conviction was delivered on the 
3lst July, whereas the offance ohirged 


in the present summons was com nittel on 
September 8th. Therefors Mr. Bowley sab- 
mitted that the plea of res judicuta had no 
power whatsoever in the case, ani he under. | 
stood all the facts were admitted. 

Mr. Slade stated that all the facts were 
absolutely admitted, bnt the learned Crown 
Solicitor had, with mach ingenuity, slurred . 
over the points of law. The rule of law was! 
that nobody should ba twios convicted for the 
sams act. If aa act was committed whioh could 
bs dealt with under various Acts of Par.iamant 
Or various sections of various Acts of Parlia- 
ment, and one was selected for proozseding 
agaiogt a person, that person conld not after- 
warls’ be proceeded ayanst under another 
section or another Act of Parliament. A 
man who has co:omitted an offence and ig 
pavished, caanot again be convicted in a 
criminal court ia relation to those ficts. The 
authorities were clear beyond doubt. The act 
complained of in this case, and for which the 
Crown Solicitor was asking for the penalty that 
several tiiousand dollars worth of work should 
be pulled down, was having erected these buili- 
ings without having obtained the provided 
consent. It mast be perfectly elear to his 
Worship phat this was a procesding somothinog 
remarkaby analagous to spite on tho part of 
the Building Anthority, because, if there had 
been any single section of the Ordinanca which 
those partitioas had contravened, thers would 
have been a building notice served relating 
to the contraveation of that section. If his 
client chose to take an action against the 
Building Authority in a higher court for a 
mandamus to compel him to ‘approve those 
plans, he wonld be obliged to do so. They were 
absolutely legal, but he would not approve them 
because the building was erected without his 
approvaJ. For that offence the defendant was 
fined $100, aad now ths Crown Solicitor 
appeared again and asked his Worstip to order 
the man to pall down thos: bail ings for 
precisely the same offence. It wasnot a case of 
continuing a nuissoce, The nuisancs was the 
act done in not complying with the Ordiaance, 
The buildings did not continua to break 
the law. The breach of the law was committed 
in their erection, and in that onl , 80d conasal 
submitted that the matter could not be dealt: 
with in any other way by the Court. Mr. Slade 
then proceeded to quote authorities in support 
of his contention after which, 
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Mr. Bowley ssid that one of the maxims ; 
lawyers learned in their legal nursery was that | 
nobody could be tried twice for the same 
offence. The present case, however, was entirely 
different to any of those quoted by Mr. Slade. 
The Building Ordinance contained two sets of 
provisions for enforcing the law. Ona was by 
proceeding againt the person, and the other by 
proceeding against the property. On this 
occasion he was asking his Worship not to 
proceed in personam to punish the defendant, 
but to get these partitions removed. Ho asked 
this under quite a different set of provisions, 
because he contended they were a nuisance 
under the Ordinance. The Director of Pablic 
Works, who was the Building Authority, had 
considered the plans and refused to approve of 
them. The Polica-Court was not a place 
wherein that decision had to be questioned. It 
was provided that appeils should be made to the 
Governor-in-Council. 

Mr. Slade—There is no question of the 
discretion of the Ruilding Autuority. 

Mr. Buwley—If it was a question of the 
discretion of the Building Authority he has 
exercised it.—Proceeding, he said the 
question before the Court was how the 
nuisance which existed was to ba removed. It 
was admitted that the partitions were com- 
menced without depositing the plaus, and 
section 229 laid down about any building or 
works whatsoever hereafter commenced iu con- 
travention of any of the provisions of the 
Ordinance. In this case they had a very 
clever exponent of the art of passive—he might 
say active—resistance. ‘] be defendant bad defied 
the law for six months and the speaker did 
not see why the time of the Court should be 
longer ted. He submitted that the ca<es 
quoted by the defence were atterly irrel+vant, 
and asked that the law should be euforced to 
remove these illegal partitions under the 
Building Ordinance. 

His Worship intimated that he would first 
decide the queation of res judicata, and 
adjourned the case sine die,

SILVER JUBILEE OF 8T. JOSEPH’S 
COLLEGE. 

On Nov. 3 one of the premiat educational estab- 

lish ments io this colony, the St. Joseph's College, 

celebrates its silver Jubilee, It was on the 3rd 


! November, 1881, that the foundation stone of the 


present hand ome building was laid by the then 
Governor, Sie John Pupe tiennessy ; but the 
Christian Brothers, whose sole avocation, the 
teaching and training of boys, is known and who 
have schools and colleges all over the world, first 
arrived in Hongkong in 1875 at the invitation 
of the then Vicar Apostolic of Hongkong, the 
much respected Bishop Raimondi. They taught 
for a year in the old St. Saviour's School, which 
was located next to the old Roman Catholic 
Cathedral in Wellington Street. Lu June, 1876, 
st. Joseph's College was formally opened in the 
building in Caine Road, now known as Buxe 
Lodge, the present residence of Mr. H.N. 
Mody. ‘he attendance rapidly grew larger and 
larger, and in a few years this building was 
found to be getting overcrowded and entirely 
uafit for the accommodation of the large numberof 
boarders and day scholars. ‘Che presentadmirable 
healthy and commanding site was secured 
through the instrumentality of the late Bishop 
Raimondi. ‘the present building was originally 
a two-storied one, and as boarders and day 
scholars began to increase in numbers as the 
popularity and reputation of the College became 
more widely known, the Brothers decided to add 
another story in 1898 ; and agaio in 1902 it was 
further found necessary to add two new wings, 
with the result that St. Joseph’s College is 
pew one of the handsomest buildings io the 
Colony, providing excellent and most com- 
fortable accommodation to both boarders 
and scholars alike. St. Joseph's College 
has the reputation of having turned out 
somé very clever pupils, many of whom 
are now occupying responsible and lucrative 
positions in different ports in China and 
Japan, to the oredit of themselves and their 
teachers. The following is a brief sammary of 
the doings of the college since its opening. 
The first enrpliment was only about 125; at 
present it is over 300, The boys were presented 
for the Oxford Local Examination io 1891, bat 
for some reason they were not presented for 
the uvext foor following years. ee, 
1896 and since then they have been presvo 

re ularly and the results have beeu satisfactory, 
as can be seen from the fact that 28 boys 
received {he senior certificate, one with third 
class honours aod distinotion im religious know- 
ledge, 37 got the janior certificate and 40 the 
preliminary, one with third class honours 
and dis:inction in geography. When the 
Government scholarship was in existence the 
College secured it in 1892, and last year the 
Governor's prize of $l for hygiene was 
secured by a boy of the College. 

To mark the completion of its first quarter 
century, His Lordship Bishop Possom said 
Maes in the College chapel early this morning, 
and this afternoon there will be Beaediotioa ia 
the Cathedral. In the evening Brother 
Sylvester, the present director and bis staff 
of teachers will be “A. Home”, when aa 
entertainment will be given by the boys 
for their psrents, and friends of the College. 

To mark tbh’s occasion an entertainment was 
held in St. Joseph's College on November 
3rd, and needless to say the sttenda.ce was 
very large, the parents of scholars and their 
friends appearing en masse. The college was 
illuminated with apanese lanterns, and across 
the frotit of the building they were arranged to 
read “St. Joseph's College, 881 — 1906," 
presenting a striking appesrance at night. At 
the concert the Rt. . Bishop Possoni 
presided, and before the programme was pro- 
ceeded with a congrata te! from 
past pupils of the College at Shanghai was read. 
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Then songs, sentimental and comic, recitations 


and operettas were given by tie pupils, and 
appeared to be greatly appreciated by the 
sudie: ce, who before departiog were. prevailed 
oa by the Chrisfian Hrothers to partake of 
their hospitality.

FIRE IN THE HONGKONG HOTEL. 


SERIOUS ALARM. 

About two o'clock a.m. on November 4th the 
Fire Brigade was summoned to Pedder Street, 
fire having been discovered in the first floor of 
the Hongkong Hotel, immediately above the 
premises occupied by Fairall and Co. For- 
tunately the flames had not obtained a great 
hold, and the firemen succeeded in extinguishing 
them in a short time. Comparatively little 
damage was done in ‘the hotel, but practically 
the whole of the millinery stock in the shop 
beneath was ruined by the !water. Consider- 
able alarm prevailed among the residents of the 
hotel, but this svon subsided when they saw the 
brigade at wo 
is traced to thé fusing of an electric wire. The 
alarm was more prouounced than it need have 
been, owing to the recent testimony at the 
Hankuw enquiry (that the hydrants would be 
inadequate in case of fire in this very buildiug) 
having naturally been tha subject of discussion 
among the residents.

NEW RIFLE RANGE AT THE PEAK. 


OPENED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


Oa November 3rd the new rifle range at 
the Peak was formally opened by H.E. the 
Governor in presence of « large attendance, 
which included several ladies. The new range 
ig wall situated, the firing point being from 
Harleck Road towards High West. A greater 
distance might have been desirable, but it was 
deemed inexpedient to fire over the roadway, 
and the range has been limited to 500 yards. 
The tatget machinery is of the latest 
Bisley pattern, and in other respects the 
range is well equipped. Sir Henry Herkeley, 
the President of the Volunteer Reserve 
Assogiation, introduced His Exoellancy whom 
‘he thanked on behalf of the Association for the 
range, and the facilities it afforded to mem‘ers 
resident in the Peak district. His Excellency, 
after making some complimentary remarks about 
Sir Henry Berkeley, expressed the hope that 
the range would be useful to the “ ssociation 
and improve the shooting of the members. 

The Governor then formally opened the range 
by firing the first shot from the 200 yards in 
the military (kneeling) position. He scored 
a bull’s eye, the signal from the butts being 
“greeted with applause, Thereafter a triangular 
match between teams—consisting of eight men 
each—representative of the Prak, Hongkoug 
and Kowloon took place, resulting in a win for 
the Hongkong men. The scoring was not very 
hizh, due perhaps to the fact that the marksmen 
were unaccustomed to the loca! conditions.

The sixth annual general meeting of share- 
bolders in this Company was held at tha Com- 
pany's office, Hotel Mansions, on Novemb-r 
3rd, There were present Messrs. G. C. Moxon 
(chairman), D. Cl-rk (Consulting committee), 
J. W. Kew (manage-) F. «. Fox, T. Wright, 
E. W. Terry J. N. Murray and Dr. F.H Kew. 

The Manaaer read the notice convening the 
meeting, after which 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, the re- 
port and accounts for the year ending August 
3L haviog been in your hinds for some 
days 1 will, with your permission, adopt the 
usual custom and take them as read. The 
avcoants show a considerable diminution in 
profits for which the following canses are chiefly 
responsible: — tirstly : Severe competition in the 
water business and consequeat low prices. 
Secondly: General depression—.s dapression 
that has been common to this Colony iu nearly 
all trades and obnainesses during the period 
under review. Thirdly: The high price of 
coal which existed until quite recently and 
an increase in the primo cost of our water. 
Finally: Disaster in the form of the terrible 
typhoou which visited the Colony on Septem- 
ber 18, which causad us considerable loss I 
regret to say. Earlier in the year a serious 
accident was incurred by one of our steam 
water boats when alongside a steamer in 
the harbour. One of our sailing craft was 
sunk in the typhoon referred to and I fear 
must be considered a total loss—although we 
have not entirely abandoned hope of effacting a 
salvage, Our aggregate loss from these last 
causes amounts to some $7000. We have 
had a remarkably uvfortunate year and in 
consequence are unable to declare any dividend, 
but. I hope that bad times will not always 
be our portion, that-we may shortly return to 
prosperity and that next year may enable us to 
lay before you a betier report. As you will sze 
from the accounts we have made a net profit of 
$5,976 and I trust that the manner in which 
this sum has been dealt with may meet with 
yourapproval. Your fleet is now written down 
to a figure that may ba considered a safe 
estimate of its present value and with the 
support we continue to receive from ouc many 
constitwénts I can see no reason to be pessimistic 
asto the fature. It must be borne in mind 
that this water trade is of a somewhat specula- 
tive character in so much that current prices 
bave never afforded a sufficient margin to allow 
of the insurance of our craft and, asthe past year 
has amply testified, this is at times likely to 
engender smart loss. The volume of our 
business has not been very materially decreased 
by the appearance of an opposition company 
and I repeat that, given normal luck, ‘there 
is no reason to suppose that this company 
may not return to a much more satisfactory 
position that is evidenced by the figures before 
you. Daring this time of strenuous competi- 
tion every effort is b:ing made to keep down 
expenses of running—the Consulting Com- 
mittee have foregone their fees—and I think 
it extremely improbable that any similar 
company can work as cheaply as we do o 
obtain better prices for the water they supply, 
and this emboldens me to hold the optimistiv 
If any shareholder 
has any questions to ask I shall be very 
pleased to answer them to the best of my ability. 

Mr. Wricut —'There were one or two 
questions I had intended to ask, but they are 
already answered for the most part by your 


address this morning. There is one question, 
however, I might ask: the report siys our boats 
are in good condition. Do the directors: con- 
sider they are as good as they might be with the 
addition of a little paint and soap? They don't 
at all compare favourably i1 appearance with 
other boats. ad 

he Ca@AIRMAN—When we say good con- 
dition, we maan good serviceable condition for 
working. We might go in for a little more 
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luxacy perhaps by way of paint and soap, bat 
I don’t think it will partioalarly help the boats, 
aid it will mean the paying out of a little 
more money. At present we have a strenuous 
opposition to compete against. : 
Mr. ‘'xppy—Tne boats certainly do look 
dilapidated, and I believe if they were made 
more presentable it would hel» us to earn a 


“little more. 


Mc. W-1gHt—That is also my opiaton. 

Mr. Kew—It is only the upper atracture that 
looks d:lapidated. Tue other parts are in vory 
good order. : 

The CHarrMaN—I might say the remarks 
will ba taken note of, and as goon as we can 
possibly do it we'll have the boats made prettier. 
We'll give the matter every attention, andif we 
can smarten the boats up we'll do it.

An extraordinary general meeting of this

Mr. E. Jenner Hogg proposed that the 
Directors be authorized to dispose of the 
properly to a new company to be styled “‘ The 
—-——" for the consideration that each share- 
holder in the Shanghai Dock and Engineering 
Company, Ld., receive one fally paid-up share 
of the value of Tls, 25 in such new company for 
each share held by him ino the Shanghai 
Dock and Engineering Company, Jd. | : 

The resolution was seconded. 

Mr. F. HE. Taylor—The promoters of the 
scheme to ba submitted to you to-day have 
been informed that the wording of the resolu- 
tion, as read to you, does not sufficiently 
safeguard the interests of the shareholders in 
the Dock Company; and as it has been taken 
in hand for your benefit, they have had it amend- 
ed by a lawyer, and have deputed me to move it, 
as redrafted, in the form of/' an amendment 
to the original resolution. I, therefore, beg 
leave to propose the following amendment :— 

That resolution No. 1 shallrpad: ‘“ That the 
Directors be and they are herby authorized to 
dispose of the property known as the Old Dock 
situated in Hongkew and of part of the property 
situated between the Cosmopolitan and Ioter- 
national Docks as lately advertised in the pablio 
Press to a limited company to be incorporated 
under the Hongkong Ordinanves with a capital 
of Tls. 1,78v,00) in shares of Tis, 25 each and 
haviog for its principal object the construction 
of wharves and of godowns on the property to 
be sold, and the carrying on of the business of 
wharfingers, and that the consideration for,sach 
sale shall be the sum of Tis. 1,389,000 to be. 
satisfied by the allotment issue to this Company 
or their nominees of 55,200 fully paid-up shares 
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in the capital of such proposed new Company.” 

I may mention here that the second resolution 
regarding the reduction of capital will not be 
moved, as we are adviced that it is unne- 
cessary aod prenatare at this stage. It con- 
cerns a matter which may be left to the 
Directors. nud which it would not be convenient 
to deal with until the arrangements with the 
new Company ara satisfactorily completed. 
Before saying anythiog regarding the amended 
resolution, I wish to correct certain misconc'p- 
tions; I might almost call them wilful mis-state- 
ments, which have beea current lately. It has 
been said that the ech-me now to ba proposed 
has been invented by cerlain apecutators for 
the purpose of influencing the market; that it is 
not intended to matorialize: that if it does 
materialize it will not pay; and that aven if it 
pays you can expect no return for at least 
four years. Kvery one of these statem-nis is 
uatrue. The scheme owes its inception to Mr. 
A. M. Marshall, and has been elab ratsd by him 
in consultation with some of the keenest busi- 
ness men in the place. Since his election to 
the Board, Mr. Marshall bas been very active 
in our interests, and as his own business has 
made him aware of the pressing need for more 
facilities for the discharge and storage of 
cargo, he has conceived tha idea of benefiting the 
shateholders of this Company by showing 
them how they oan make a profit by 
supplying that need. If you pass the 
amended resolution the scheme will rapidly 


take concrete form, and I shali shortly 
lay before you figures showing that 
there need be no fear of failare. Above all 


things I-wish to make it clear that this is an 
honest scheme. Past experience may have 
made you 4 little shy of “definite offers” and 
the like, bot I beg to assure you tbat this 
scheme has been taken in hand with the object 
of benafiting the shareholders of the Dock 
Company and that no one else will make 
anything out of it. Thers is another point I 
wish to touch on, Tho letter signed by thirty- 
eight shareholders was a preliminary proposal 
intended for the information of the Directors, 
specifying the business to be transacted at this 
meeting, as reqaired by paragraph 63 of the 
Article of the Association. It was not intended 
to be circulated as an offer to the share- 
holders, nor to be considered as the detinite 
form of a resolution to be submitted 
at this meeting. Since the letter was 
sent in, a promoters of the scheme have 
been hard at work considering ways and means. 
The first idea of offering alternatively cash or 
scrip bas had to be abandoned, in order that 
the debenture money may be more easily raised. 
But you will understand that the scrip offered 
is of higher face value than any cash offer could 
have been under present circumstances. Now, 
Gentiemen, you are aware that we have certain 
valuable property that practically gives us no 
return. ‘he passive policy of letting it alone 
with the idea that it would increase in value 
every year may have had something to be said 
for it in the past, but we consider that the time 
has come to do something of a more active 
nature. So much potential wealth must not be 
wasted, and if would be altogether un- 
reasonable if on: desire to develop our property 


in the most profitable way were to 
give rise to antagonism or to the iui- 
pression that we wish to enter into 
damaging competition with similar  ox- 


isting institutions. There are three ways 
in which this property might be dealt with. 
Under happier circumstances it might be used 
in the extension of our present business; 
but conditions I need not onlarge upon do 
not encourage this plan; besides, we have 
other land available for that. we might sell 
it outright for cash if we could secure a 
suitable offer. There are those who are 
anxious to obtain the property at their own 
figure, and who think that by waiting long 
enough they will succeed. Iu this I hope you 
will show they are mistaken. They would only 
purchase tu make a profit out of the deal, 
and it would seem the wisest plan to dispose 
of it to ourselves and make the profit ourselves. 
This is what is 


intended by the scheme 
submitted to you to-day. It is proposed to 
develop this valuable property ia such a way 
that the shareholders of the Dock Company 


will get the full benefit without being called 
upon to put their hands into their pockets, 
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And this is the way it is proposed to carry out 
the idea. A new Wharf and Godown Com- 
pany, eotirely separate from the Dock Com. 
pany, will be floated with a capital of. Ta 
1 780,000 in 71,200 shares of Tls. 25 each. 55,200 
fully paid-up shares will be allotted tp the 
Dock Company, and will represent a payment 
of Tle. 1,349,000 for the Old Dock and fot 110 
mow of waste land batween the Cosmopolitan 
and International Docks. The remaining 
18,000 shares will no! be issued until the busi- 
ness of the new Company justifies-or demands 
more capital. The actua! cash for developing 
the property will be provided by means of 7 per 
cent debentnraa to the amount of Tis. 1,920,000 
to be issned as funds are required; and 
the placing of thesa debantnres will be the 
work of the Committee to be nominat-d by you. 
I am authorized to say that once yon have 
given the Committee the necessary anthority, 
there will ba no difficulty in this matter. The 
first question we have to ask ourselves is 
whether the amount to be raised by dobentures 
will ba sufficient ta develope the property. 
Three independent sets of estimates have been 
drawn up, and we have selected figures rather 
in excess of the highest, so as to he on the safe 
side. We find that Tlx. 400,000 will cover the 
cost of bnilding six four-storeyed godowns on 
the Old Dock property, fully equipped with 
electric lifts, electric light, water supply 


hydrants, ete., aa wall of partially Alling 
in the Dock, leaving a space for 
lighters to enter and discharge. The ex- 


penditure on tha Cosmopolitan property will 
be Tls. 600,900, and will provide six four- 
storayed godowns, together with wharves, rails. 
trucks, cranes, lifts, ete. This makesa total 
expenditure of Ts. 1,000,970 and leaves us with 
Tle, 221,090 for interest and contingencies. 
The next qnastion to be considered is whether 
the enterprise will pay, and I may ay that we 
have already received assurances of a consider- 
able volume of business. In the Old Dock we 
shall have storage space for 2.7)0,(0 cubic 
feet of cargo. The current rate for storage 
appears to average over oue and a half. taal 
cents per cubic foot. I admit tbat this isa 
rough approximation. Charzes are made by 
the picnl, ca-k, casa, bale, cubic foot, atc., but [ 
assume that they all bear some relation to the 
space occupied. I have here a list of 
charges, and jadging from the rates per 
cubic foot, the averageI have taken seems 
fair. Now assuming that our space is only half 
occupied and that the rate is only three-quarters 
of a tael cent, the Old Dock property 
should earn Tis. 121,500 per annum. On 
the other side we shall Lave storage space 
for about 3,600,000 feet, which on a similar 
basis of calculation should earn Tls. 162,000 
per sonum, or a total for the two properties 
of ‘Lls. 283,500. As the working expenses 
would be more than covered under ordinary. 
circumstances by the dues paid by steamers, 
and by the storage in the open of coal, timber 
old iron’ and other cargo, this would be 
sufficient, after paying tbe interest on the 
debentares, to allow a dividend ou the shares 
of over 14 per cent. This, Gentlemen, is 
the scheme we propose for the development 
of part of your unremunerative property, and 
it rests with you to decide whether you will 
sanction it. It will deduct nothing from the 
dividends you receive from the Dock Company, 
as the earnings of the Docks will not be 
lessened. Giving up the Old Dock will be a 
saving, not a loss of income, and the 110 
mow of land on the other side brings you 
in nothing. On tha other hand the scheme 
promises 2 handsome dividend which cannot be 
earned under present conditions. The criticisms 
of the scheme that I have heard can be easily 
disposed of. There are still people in Shanghai 
who do not realize the pace at which the trade 
of the place continues to grow and they argue 
that only the unusual conditions of the past year 
are responsible for the large profits lately made 
in godown business. They forvet the number 
of men, by no means foolish, who have considered 
it to their advantage to erect godowns in various 
parts of the Settlement, and they forget the 
infinence likely to be exercised by the work of 


the Conservancy Board‘and by fhe extension of. 
the railway. Neither de-they seem aware of the 
difficulties at present experieuced by shipowners 
in finding accommodation for the discharge and 
storage of, cargo. Judging from the past and 


looking to fature expansion, it seems a safe 
prophecy that your property, if developed as 
suggested, will double in value withia ten years. 
One thing you may be sure of; if we do 
not take this scheme in han’, others 
will do so and will make the profits we 
ought to secure for ourselves, An argument 
against the scheme is that the shareholders 
will raise antagonism in certain quarters and 
alienate basiness from the Dock Company. 
This seems rather far-fetched, as the: business 
of the Dock Company depends on a maneey 
ment which gives good work for reasonable 
prices and shows a proper energy in securing 
patronage. Moreover, by advertising the- land 
for sale the Directors have shown that they 
recognize the advisability of disposing of it, 
and the use we propose to put it to is probably - 
what any purchaser would do with ict. . 
Further, donbts are expressed as to’: 
ehather the debenture money can be’ 
raised and about the payment of the 
interest, The answer is that inquiries have 
mad¢ it clear that tha Committee will be able to 
get what ia wanted, that we shall shortly be able 
to pay tha interest out of earnings and that we 
shall have ample tunds to meet the interest 
before that time arrives. You must not be led 
away by the wild talk indulged in by interested 
pirties who say that nothing can be earned for 
at least four years, The Old Dock property 
should be completely developed in twalva or at 
most fifte-n months, and eigh'een months will 
be sufficient to develop the property on the other 
side, I am told that we can begin to earn 
something before everything is completed. The 
objection that if we wait longer we shall get 
more for the land appears to me partiouarly 
futile. The re-ult of offering the land 
for sale shows that the present offer is 
favourable, and it would be foolish to wait an 
indefinite pariod in the hope of getting an extra 
lakh or two when we can send up the value of 
the property immediately by developing it, and. 
earn & handsome dividend into the bargain. 
Yon must not forget that capital at 7 per cent 
doubles itself in about ten years, but there is no 
prospect of oar land, if left undeveloped, in- 
creasing in value at that rate, I wish strongly 
to impress npon you that if you pass this resolu- 
tion you will simply authorize the proposed 
Committee to carry out the project if they find © 
it feasible. Withoat your authority they oan 
do nothing : for instance, they cannot make 
arrangements for placing the debentures. Woe 
pledge ourselves that at the Confirmatory Meet- 
ing the Committee will present a full report 
in which they will inform yon whéther the 
estimates of expenditure are within the 
mark, whether the profits expected sre likely 
to be realized, and whether the debenture monsy 
can be raised without any diffoulty. If youare 
not satisfied with the report, or if in the meantime 
a better oe has been received, you need not 
confirm you¥ decision of to-day and you -will 
have lost nothing. On the other hand, if you 
pass the resolution, you will obviously be in a 
much stronger position for dealing with any 
offer that may come along. There is some 
vague talk of expected offprs, and you will make 
it clear that they must be better than Tis. 
1,38C,000. In other words you start competition 
which is healthy, and under any circumstauces 
the report of fhe Committee will be an excellent 
advertisement, as it will show what can be done’: 
with your property. Gentlemen, we are passing 
through hard times. Our shares show a serious 
depreciation and our dividends have fallen. It is 
time. we did something to help ourselves by 
pulling together. This is an honest and 
practicable scheme which men well able to judge | 
are convinced will be very profitable, and the | 
opposition to it in certain quarters shows that: 
success is anticipated. Seeing that you will 
have an opportuuity of reverting your decision 
at the Confirmutory Meeting, if not entirel 
satisfied with the report of the Committee, 
urge you to give it a chance and to see what the 
able and erp-rienced men to be nominated under 
the next resolution can do for you. (Applaase), 
Sie Charles Dudgeon—Mr. Chajrman and 
gentlemen. I have muca pleasure in seconding 
the ameodment proposed by Mr. Taylor. 
You have heard the very full manner in 
which he has explained the scheme, and it - 
is therefore not necessary for mo to say 
anything further. I would like to say it 
seems to me that seeing the antount of dead

I have ben into the 
matter somewhat closely with the promoters 
und, as Mr. Taylor will tell you if you 
ask him, all the awkward questions a mis- 
plow ingenuity could suggest. In the end I 

ad to admit that taken all round the. scheme 
was sound and feasible. At any rate oue thing 
was perfectly clear, it was no dev:ce on the part 
of the bulls or bears to boost up or to run down 
the shares of the company, but a business-like 
and genuine attempt to turn a non-dividend 
earning asset into a dividend earning one. We 
ought to look at the matter in the dual capacity 
of prospective shareholders in the new con- 
pany. and shareholders in the Dock Company. 
Really and truly our interests are so identifi d 
that itis imposible to distinguish between them. 
Now as to the scheme itself. As far as my 
limited experience goes there is room for an- 
in Shanghai, and I 
believe one which will take forits motto civility 
and efficiency is tolerably sure of success. 
(Applause) Of course iu a commercial under- 
teking there is always a risk and we shall no 
doubt have our lean years as well as our fat 
ones. ButI cannot help thinking thata fair 
return of capital over a series of years is prac- 
tically certain. J should like to emphasize the 
point that, granted a new godown company is 
to be started, we are the people of all others at 
the present moment best suited to startit. We 
have already got our shares in the Dock 
Company, and we sha'l continue to get a return 
on them, perhaps of Tis. 18 or 20 a ysar 
(Laughter) go we can wait for the completion of 


the development of the property in a

20 on 
the Dock and in addition whatever dividends 
the new company may earn. In conclusion I 
commend Mr. Taylor's amendment to your 
favourable attention.

This company will not be the first company 
that will have taken some little time to com- 
plete its works. [he usual practice at home 
iu cases of this kind is to borrow more money 
than is required. The surplus of the borrowed 
money is then applied ia payment of interest 
antil the earnings of the company are sufficient 
for it to pay the interest from them. Of course 
if you were to pay interest on borrowed money 
out of your share capital you couldnot pay any 
dividends npon your capital until you had repaid 
the intereston the borrowed money. But if you 
bave borrowed sufficient money to pay the 
interest there is no necessity to pay it from the 
earnines straight off. That is the answer to 
the question, and it is done at home year after 
year in the case of railway companies and other 
concerns which are not in a position to pa 
interest until cert.in works have beea somploted:

YOKOHAMA MARKET REPORT. 


The Yokohama Prices Current and Market 
Report, published hy the Yokohama Foreign 
Board of Trade, and dated Yakohama, Octoler 
30th, 1906, has the fullowing :— 


IMPORTS. 


Yarns.—The “spot” market is a little more 
activd. Shirtings—A fair amount of forward 
businéss has been done, buyers seem to realise 
that prices will keep high for some time. Fancy 
Cottons and Woollens.—There is some revival in 
demand, but we do not hear of fresh orders being 
booked. Metale. —Stimulated by reports of great- 
er activity in the Osaka market, the Tokyo metal 
market has shown a steady improvement during 
the period under review. Plates, Shects, and 
Bars are now moving freely at remunerative 
prices, while Galvanised Sheets are greatly in 
demand. Kerosene.—The market is firm. Sugar. 
—The market for the past fortnight has been 
without much interest, and although there are 
signs of activity owing to the decrease of stocks, 
native dealers have not yet commenced operations. 
Since last Report no business has been transacted 
by the Tokyo Refinery, as, owing to the long 
spell of bad weather recently prevailing, orders 
from up country were restricted ta a considerable 
extent. Indigo—(Natural).—No husiness doing. 


EXPORTS. 


Tea.—Market unchanged. Total settlements 
from May 1st to October 29th amount to 102,395 
piculs, against 109,694 piculs at the corresponding 
date last year. Fish Oil.—No change and no 
transactions to report. Copper.—According to 
telegrams received from home, the upward ten- 
dency seems to have come toan end,and exporters 
are, offering much lower prices, for forward 
delivery especially. Holders, however, refuse to 
sely, looking out for another improvement. 


SILK REPORT. 


Our last report was dated the 16th instant, and 
during the fortnight under review a very larce 
business has again been donc at rapidly advancing 
prices, with the result that our warket closes very 
firm. Principal buying has this time been for 
-America, and full sized silks have advanced 
from Yen 1,065 to Yen 1,105 for No. 1-1} 
Filatures “Mikunisha Class,” and from Yen 
1,090 to Yen 1,120 for No. 1 re-reels, while 
buying for’ Europe, although alsu considerable, 
has not been quite so large and has only 
resulted in driving prices up ahout Yen 25 for 
fine sizes. Itida noteworthy fact that at the 
end of the current season {8,865 bales have been 
disposed of and 44,154 bales have been exported 
from Japan, figures which beat any others for an 
equal period of previous seasons and establish a 
record in the annals of this country's raw silk 
trade. 


WASTE SILK. 


Since last report considerable business has been 
done in waste, both in Kibizzo and in Noshi, at 
prices slightly below last quotations. Market at 
the clése is extremely firm.

Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co.'s Report of 27th 
Octoher, 1906, states:— Our last tea market 
advices were dated 13th inst. Black Tea.—The 
few settlements reported shew a fairly strong 
market. Green Tea.—Pingsuey.—A firm attitude 
on the part of owners of “(ood quality teas 
has limited the business in Pingsueys to a com- 
paratively small compass, and fer desirable teas 
we quote but a slight decline. Country Teas — 
A good business has passed since our last, prices 
have been rather irregular, but we can quote an 
advance of ‘Ils. 1-1} per picul on “Medium” 
teas, while in the case of the * Fine’ teas it has 
heen considerahly more. One chop of Taiyuen 
Tea has heen settled at Tls. 38} per picul. It is 
the choicest flavoured tea we have seen for some 
years; it is also carefully prepared and shews 
what the teamen can do if they will only take 
the trouble. Sow Mees.—A further demand has 
set in and prices have advanced Tls. 233 per picul, 
the stock of “ Fine” teas being exhausted. Hyons. 
—A small business only has heen done, but on 
the whole the market shews a stronger tendency. 


PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noc] Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
lst November, 1906, states:—The British Com- 
mercial Attache, who has just arrived from the 
North on a visit to this Port, is the hearer of 
much more reagurring news concerning the trade 
conditions in Manchuria than has been current 
for a considerable time. He states that great 
changes have taken place ‘Rince the visit of the 
representatives of some of the leading import 
houses here early in the Summer. From advices 
just recently received from a personal friend in 
Tsitsikar, the principal distributing centre in the 
province, he learns that the place has a much more 
active appearance. Goods are moving in all 
directions and confidence is being rapidly restor- 
ed. He quite expects that by the time the 
remainder of the Russian and Japanese troops 
haveevacuated the province in April, as stipulated 
in the Treaty, that Customs Houses will have 
been estahlishad hy China along the frontiérs 
both North and South, confidence will be greatly 
improved and trade will begin to flourish again. 
He is confident the natives have ample money, but 
at present are hoarding it up, until such time as 
the country is free from the foreign armies, with 
their attendant undesirable camp followers. No 
doubt the currency question will be straightened 
out by then and the province will he able to get an | 
example to the rest of China; but at present the 
financial arrangements are ina state of disorgani- 
sation and the native banks here decline to ive 
any facilities on shipments to those parts. There 
is really na improvement to note in our market. 
Clearances have beena little better, which indicates 
that the dealers have re-sold a little more; as for 
fresh business, that seems to be quite 1mpractic- 
able in plain staples, but a quiet dernand contipues 
for dyed fancy cotton fabrics still, though home 
prices seem somewhat prohibitive. We regret to 
have to state that the information given us last 
week with regared to the Manchester warket 
being strung owing toa “spinners strike " was not 
correct. ‘Ihe mistake, occurred through the muti- 
lation ofa word inthe telegram, which on repeti- 
tion,signified that the market was quiet. but firm. 
This week the rapid decline in cotton has caused | 
manufacturers to lower their prices two to three | 
per cent, but it has no effect here, there being | 
not the slightest inclination to buy. The latest
